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The Surrender , of Cornwallis. 


They (the articles of capitulation) were 
fourteen in number.- /On the.morning of thè 
10th Wàshington sent them to the earl, ac­ 
companied by a nota in -which he requested 
that they be signed by. 11 o’clock, and that the 
troops surrender their arm s'at 2 in the after­ 
noon. 
Cornwallis obeyed; 
When the sun 
was afc its meridian the allies took possession, 
of Yorktowh, an American and a French de­ 
tachment—the one led by Colonel Butler and 
the other by the Marqiiis ,cle la Val—each oc­ 
cupying a redoubt on the" Jeft of theworlcs. 
The surrender of the arms and standards was 
doubtless ou&pf "the most .imposing mid af- 
" 'feeling'spectacles-over, witnessed In warfare. 
The field chosen for it is about a mile from 
York, on the Hampton turnpike. It is a wide 
'•■plain,-descending.in long, sweeping undula­ 
tions toward tho York river. The way thither 
was lined by - thè alli&t trpòp'sj!*;thé ' French 
on the left and the Americans on the right. 
The 
former 
were 
gallantly 
arrrayed, 
their white uniforms, plumed hats and 
gilded standards gleaming famously in the 
ardent sun. The Americans presented a 
somber, though soldierly appearance. Their 
dress was not uniform and was much worn. 
Their heads were proudly erect and every eye 
beamed with gladness. 
The French and 
American colors were unfurled near the front 
of the columns—the one the golden lleur de 
lis on a white silk ground, and the other the 
simple butlbeautiful stars and stripes. A t 
the head of each army was its commander-in- 
chief, mounted upon a magnificent charger. 
Surrounding each were his stalf and his gen­ 
eral Officers. As the positions were being 
taken the French band discoursed its most 
inspiriting strains of martial melody. Wash­ 
ington was magnanimously solicitous that his 
falieu toes should not be insulted, and re­ 
q u e ste d his soldiers to refrain from cheer­ 
ing. 
Posterity would give them sufficient 
applause.' 


“A vast concourse of citizens,” says a his­ 
torian, “almost equaling the military in num ­ 
ber, was assembled from the surrounding 
country to participate in the joy of the event. 
Universal silence prevailed as the vanquished, 
troops .slowly marched out of their intrench- 
inents "and passed between the combined 
armies:” They had, on the previous day, 
been given new uniforms, and their long 
files'appeared in air their scarlet splendor; 
but as the Abbe Robin observes, “all their 
finery only served to humble them the more, 
in contrast with the miserable appearance of 
the Americans.” The eye-witnesses of the 
scene dwell upon'the lively expectation which 
was felt by all the allies of seeing Lord 
Cornwallis, whose name and qualities had in­ 
spired them 'with respect and admiration. 
They were keenly disappointed, Jiowever, for 
he did not come, being opportunely indisposed. 
Generai* O’Hara led his: army and bore his 
sword. * The British moved in a disorderly 
manner and did not attempt to hide their sul­ 
len^ discontent. 
The appropriate tune to 
which they chose to marcii was ‘‘The W orld 
Turned Ùpside’ JJown.” Adjutant ^General 


of the steamer, and is accompanied by auto­ 
graph letters that prove its genuineness. 
It is 
about four and one-lialf feet in width and 
seven feet in length, with a white ground and 
a, red jack, éontaining a blue cross with 
thirteen stars. 
It was used in the gig of the 
pirate and was his favorite bunting. lie 
stood on the deck of th e .

where General Lincoln was stationed, whom 
W ashington had designated to receive thé 
surrender. 
The latter saluted him and placed 
liimselt: 011 his left. 
General O’llara asked: 
“W hich is General liochambeau'.’’’ 
Dumas answered, “On our left, at the head 
o f the French line.” 


O'Hara then hastened before liochambeau 
and tendered him the humbled sword. 
The 
Frehcli commander, however, simply designat­ 
ed to him General Washington, who sat upon 
his white steed immediately opposite, telling 
him that as the French army was only auxili­ 
ary to the American the formal honors of the 
surrender belonged to the latter. O’Hara ap­ 
proached Washington and was about to draw 
the sword from its scabbard to present to him. 
The latter made a negative sign and exclaimed : 
“Never from so brave a hand !” 
In giving the order to lay down arms some 
of the British subaltern officers and many of 
the soldiers, in obeying it, betrayed their vex­ 
ation of spirit. A few even shed tears, and 
one bit liis sword in silent rage. 


A t Gloucester a similar ceremony of surren­ 
der was repeated, the garrison defiling before 
Generals De Choisy and Weedon. 


The prisoners were 7,198. One thousand 
of these, being sailors, were, together with the 
shipping in the harbor, surrendered to the 
French admiral. Two hundred and seventy- 
four cannon, 7,320 muskets and 457 horses 
were taken. 
The colors of twenty-eight regi­ 
ments were delivered. 
By death, wounds 
and desertion the enemy had lost previous to 
the surrender 553 men; the French fifty kill­ 
ed and 125 wounded ; the Americans twenty- 
seven killed and seventy-three wounded. 


AFTER THE SIEGE, 
linmediatley after the surrender the aides- 
de-camp, in the name of Washington, of 
Kochambeau and of Lafayette, presented 
themselves at Cornwallis’ quarters to express 
a polite solicitude regarding his health. 
On 
the evening of the 22(1 he was invited to dine 
with the Comte de Kochambeau, but all the 
delicate efforts of his hosts could not dispel 
his melancholy. 
Similar attentions were 
shown the other captive officers. 
The French 
particularly were untiring in their courtesies, 
and won the esteem and gratitude of those 
who but lately had execrated them. 


Thatcher describes the appearauce at York- 
town three days after the signing of the capit­ 
ulation. 
“ a have this day,” he says, “visited 
the town of York to witness the destructive 
effects of the siege. 
It contains about sixty 
houses, some of which are elegant. Many of 
them are greatly damaged, and some totally 
ruined, being shot through in a thousand 
places and honey-combed, ready to crumble 
to pieces, 
Rich furniture and books were 
scattered over the ground, anil the carcasses 
of men and horses, half covered with earth, 
exiiibited a scene of ruiu and horror beyond 
description. 
The earth in many places is 
thrown up in mounds by the force of our 
shells, and it is difficult to point to a spot 
where a man could have resorted for safety.”

This gentleman acted as his agent in 
fitting out the Alabama. 


A fter receiving liis supplies Semmes sailed 
aw ay from.Singapore and the very gratifying 
spectacle in the harbor of twenty-two -Ameri­ 
can ships. His plan was to waylay these.oil 
th eir .homeward voyage. He succeeded in 
burning a number of them, and, after numer­ 
ous other depredations on the high seas, made 
harbor at Cherbourg, France. 
There he was 
caught by the Kearsarge, and challenged to a 
contesti which resulted in the sinking of the 
A labam a June 19, 1S64. Semmes, as is well 
know n, escaped, and he took his bunting 
w ith him. On his next appearance at Singa­ 
pore it was still in iiis possession. W hile there 
he presented it to his friend, Mr. II.

The Baloouist’s Voyage. 


Mr. Ilassliagen, of the signal service, who 
accompanied King on his balloon voyage, 
gives an account of their adventures, 
in 
which lie says: 


“Before five minutes after leaving terra 
firma, we reached an altitude of 4,300 feet, 
moving southwest. A few minutes later we 
reached an upper current, moving slowly 
westward, so slowly that we barely moved. 
B ut w hat a prospect beneath us. 
Chicago, 
which atbest is barely endurable to the down- 
easter, was now a thing of beauty, but not a 
‘joy forever,’ for we were shut out by night 
and had nothing 
but 
its 
myriads 
of 
lights 
twinkling 
in 
the 
distance. 
W e 
remained there 
suspended 
neith­ 
er 
rising nor falling, for several hours 
b u t at last a puff of air sent us southwest,, 
changing, before morning, to wrest and north­ 
west. 
W hile going southwest we remained 
becalmed about three hours, swinging in a 
circle over a small city that from its location, 
I judged to be Peoria, 111. 
A fter getting tired 
of the earthly stars we turned in and took 
‘catn ap s.’ 
At 5:15 o’clock on Friday we 
passed over Spring Valley, ’Wis., startling 
the natives by dragging our drag-rope over 
th eir 
roofs, 
and 
one 
ambitious 
fel- 
o\v, 
probably thinking we 
were 
‘Old 
N ick’ with his legions, sent a shot after us. 
A fterw ard we passed over the Platte Mounds, 
at 7.15 a. m. As though dissatisfied with her 
late action and .wishing to give us a heavenly 
view', our balloon took an upward turn, car­ 
rying us four thousand feet above the strata 
of clouds and literally burying us in milk for 
an hour. 
In passing Little Falls, Moore 
county, Wis., we came so near the ground 
th at we came in contact with the trees and 
were compelled to take a large portion of one 
along as a souvenir. 


“A t 1:2.45 p. m. the highest known eleva­ 
tion was reached, being 9,000 feet. 
From the 
last person spoken we found we were 40 miles 
from St. Paul, and when we descended at 3.30 
p. m. on the west bank of the river, one-half 
m ile inland, we concluded that we were in 
the state of Minnesota, probably forty miles 
south of St. Paul on the Mississippi river. 
W ith this supposition in mind we stepped 
out of our car into about eighteen inches of 
ice water, found we were in a cranberry bog 
and had to get out. 
To recite our expe­ 
rience after that, for the succeeding five days, 
is too horrible. How we walked five 'days, 
up to our knees through boggy swamps, 
w ithout 
food, 
except 
a 
half-pint 
of 
berries; how the wolves and bears snarled 
around us at night; how we slept on the wet 
ground at night through heavy frosts, only to 
start again in the morning through the 
swamp, with its ice water, and falling over 
m uddy logs at every step, I cannot put in 
words. 
As a last resort we built a raft, ex­ 
pecting to go over St. Anthony Falls. 
But, 
oh, our joy when, at four o’clock in the even­ 
ing of the fifth day we reached Flambeau 
river, and were carried across by Cleramere 
Bertrand and Michael Miner, woodmen, and 
here we are, enjoying the good things before

One of the m ost interesting half-hours we 
ever spent was a t tlie log-cabin of th« Wyom­ 
ing County (N. 1 .) Pioneer association during 
our visit to Silver Lake. 
It is wonderful to 
see w hat a collection of rare old relics they 
have got together. 
I t is better than any mu­ 
seum we ever attended. 
Every article bears 
the stam p of genuineness,' and you feel cer­ 
tain that you are n o t being imposed upon by 
some hum bug of a woolly horse or the club 
that killed C aptain Cook. 
Everything is con­ 
veniently arranged and plainly marked, and 
with every article is connected an interesting 
chapter of pioneer history. They are mostly 
contributed by the descendants of the old 
pioneers of the county by whom they had 
been treasured up as precious heirlooms, 
some of them fo r centuries. Many of tha 
young people to-day would be at a loss to tell 
the uses to w hich m any of these old relics 
were put. 
A round th e deep, wide fire-place 
and hanging on an cien t cranes were grouped 
all the antiquated utensils of cookery we 
ever read about an d many more that we 
never saw or heard of before. One grid-iron, 
bearing date 1710, w as a piece of malleable 
iron w rought o u t w ith a hammer. The collec­

and earthenware was

One bedspread 
bore

Think

generations th at have nestled beneath that 
ancient covering. 
Stays that were worn a 
century or m ore ago, and a very brief exami­ 
nation w ill convince you that they were made 
to stay. 
B onnets th a t looked as if they had 
survived the flood, and one we judged must 
have been worij by liv e on the occasion of her 
first picnic out of the garden of Eden. An 
article th a t everybody guesses to be a cheese- 
lioop is the body of a drum that was with 
General W olfe a t the battle of Quebec. 
A 
wooden coffee-mill tells how coffee was ground 
in 17S0, and th e rnanure-fork of about the 
same date is an exact pattern of the three- 
tined toaster th a t Satan is sometimes repre­ 
sented as carrying. 
T he greatest curiosity in 
the entire collection is a headstall made in 
1755. 
T here is leath er enough in it to make 
a plough h a rn e ss; th e blinders are nearly a 
foot square and th e check-rein would answer 
for a tug, and yet is none too strong to hold 
up the’horse’s h ead when weighted with his 
form idable headgear. 
The entire collection 
of farm ing im plem ents gives one a better 
idea of the im provem ents that have been 
made in agriculture during the last half cen­ 
tury than can ^be gathered by a lifetime of 
reading.

German and English Characteristics- 
In the last n u m b er of the Gegemvart there 
is an article by P rofessor Bluntschli on “Eng­ 
lish and G erm an Characteristics.” Although, 
he says, E ngland had tiie advantage of Ger­ 
many as regards m aterial prosperity, the Ger­ 
mans are certainly richer than the English in 
those advantages w hich make life more valu­ 
able. 
In G erm any the national schools edu­ 
cate all classes of the people; in England they 
educate only a 
single class. The higher 
schools of G erm any are more numerous and 
efficient than those of England, and the Ger­ 
man universities and scientific institutions do 
much m ore for th e intellectual life of the 
people than the E nglish ones do. German art 
is far’superior, 
Professor Bluntschli thinks, 
to English a rt; and German science can show 
many m ore 
im portant 
achievements than 
English science, thorough and profound as 
the latter is. 
In literature Germany stands 
on an equal footing with England. As re­ 
gards individual liberty, Professor Bluntschli, 
while th an k fu lly recognizing the services 
rendered by th e E nglish people to humanity 
in tiie struggle fo r personal freedom against 
tyranny, affirm s 
th at 
the 
Germans are 
social!y 
m ore 
free than 
tlie English; 
the E nglishm an 
manfully 
asserts

the revolution. 
Her personal purity of mo­ 
tive was in keeping with her bravery, which 
is evidenced by the circumstance that when 
wounded she extracted the bullet with her 
own hand rather than have her sex discovered 
by the soldiers. 
In view of such a character 
and career, devoted to her country in the hour 
of peril, the state which sent her fortli may 
well boast that the tombstone of Deborah 
Sampson in the quiet cemetery of Sharon cov­ 
ers the remains of the bravest woman of the 
revolution.

India-Rubber Gathering; in Columbia. 


London Times. 


When the hunter has found a rubber tree 
he first cleans away a space from the roots, 
and then moves on in search of others, re­ 
turning to commence operations as soon as he 
has marked all the trees in the vicinity. 
He 
first of all digs a hole in the ground bard by, 
and then cuts in the tree a V-shaped incision 
with a machete, as high as he can reach. The- 
milk is caught as it exudes and flows into the 
hole. As soon as the How from the cuts cease 
the tree is chopped down, and the tru n k 
raised from the ground by means of an im­ 
provised trestle. 
After placing large leaves 
to catch the sap, gashes are cut throughout 
the entire length, and tlie m ilk carefully col­ 
lected. 
When it first exudes the sap is of 
the whiteness and consistence of cream, but 
it turns black on exposure to the air. 
W hen 
the hole is filled with rubber it is coagulated 
by adding hard soap or the root of the mecii- 
vacan, which have a most rapid action, and 
prevent the escape of the w ater th a t is 
always present in the fresh sap. 
W hen 
coagulated sufficiently the rubber is carried 
ou the backs of the hunters by barK thongs

from what they are on most w estern roads, i 
T hey know that a road in the east or w est j 
through as sparsely a settled country w ou ld ‘ 
not pay. 
W hile they also know the presence !

is slow . ; 
T he 
great 
roads 
across' 
the 
plains 
have 
w onderfully 
developed 
the country along their line, yet w ith the pos­ 
sible exception of the A. T. * S. l \ non e of 
them have developed sufficient bu sin ess on 
the line of the road to m ake the roads pay 
w ell, though they have been operated 
for 
m any years. 
It is the through bu sin ess that 
is m aking these lines so profitable. 
But the 
character of the trade of the roads on the 
plains is entirely different from that in C ol­ 
orado, w hich m akes many o f the com parisons 
betw een the tvvri system s of vund« fau lty and 
inaccurate. 
One cannot judge of w hat the 
roads in Colorado w ill do hy what they have 
done in N ebraska and Iowa.

He cannot or will not write the truth if he 
supposes it conflicts with his interests, or if it 
runs counter to his prejudices. 
Why, the 
Union Pacific ought to be paralleled its entire 
length. 
A year ago it was acknowledged 
that it needed one hundred new engines, and 
cars in proportion, and a double track, to do 
its work. 
This year its earnings will exceed 
those of last by nearly 84,000,000. 
Its liabil­ 
ities are more than > 1‘20,000 a mile on its 
main line, and no better or more profitable 
use for money could be found than to parall­ 
el the Union Pacific trunk. 
Getting one- 
fourth of the business, and charging one- 
fourth the present rates, it would pay three 
times as much as it would in government -Is. 


But it is not true that tlie Bio Grande con­ 
templates any such thing—more's the pity. 
And it is true that "its brandies and exten­ 
sions will have an assured business from 
their connections 
with 
the 
main 
s y s ­ 
tem," 
just 
as 
much as 
the 
branches 
of 
the 
Union 
Pacific 
have. 
Codman 
says "they have an absolute certainty of 
failure,” in the face of tlie fact that the Utah 
Central, between Salt Lake and Ogden, has 
earned net > 10,000 per mile per annum ever 
since it was opened: in the face of the fact 
that the branches and feeders of the Union 
Pacific have saved it from bankruptcy, and 
raised its stock from seven or eight cents to 
l‘J7 in eleven years: in the face of the fact 
that “there is no absolute certainty of fail­ 
ure” in this new and growing country, save 
for the prophets of disaster and ruin. 
1 have 
lived out here since 1 «<'>(), and have seen them 
go to the wall invariably. 
If all these roads 
in the west and south were separate enter­ 
prises, as was the case in 1872, there would 
be reason in sounding a note of warning. 
They are not, however: they are merely ex­ 
tensions of vast existing systems, and every 
ton of freight they give rise to will have to 
be moved over thousands of miles of road al­ 
ready built. 
That is why there is no dan­ 
ger in building these extensions. 
Why, if 
there is nothing in them but the money 
to be made in building, are the Union Pacific 
and Central Pacific building more than a n y ­ 
body? Why is Mr. Yillard preparing to 
build 5,000 miles of feeders for the Northern 
Pacific'.’ 
Have they all got these vicious con­ 
struction rings in their bellies'.’ 
Not a doubt 
of it: yet where are the evidences of disaster 
and ruin? And whose business is it, auyhow, 
if those who buy their bonds are satisfied 
with tlie security? 


I am not writing in defense of it, but why 
single out the Kio Grande for denunciation? 
Is it because it has built every mile of its 
road without subsidies’ and the Union Pacific 
never built a mile without them until it was 
forced to? 
Horace F. Clark testified before a 
committee of the house in 1 STS, that every 
railroad constructed in the country in fifteen 
years had been built by a ‘‘Credit Mobiiier” 
or construction company—an inside ring of 
the directors, their friends, or tools. 
The 
practice has been universal sinfe. 
There Is 
no reasou to deuounce the Kio GrftQdo on tbls 


account, nnlos.s. indeed, like ('oilman, one 
has not been given or allowed to subscribe for 
anv of the .stock, and lia.-. been given or has 
bought some of a riv al ro-.ul. 
Codman sneers 
about the small need of railroads in tho mining 
■ territories, yet the truth is that no railroad in 
' any of them has ever proved a failure: and 
¡there is more, transportation in and out of 
Utah or of Colorado now in a week than there 
was prior to the railroad era in a year. Look at 
j the enormous business of tlie Union Pacific 
I over a route that a daily stage satisfied twelve 
I years ago. 
Settlem ent and cultivation in this 
country seldom o u tru n s th e railroads: and, 
with a million people seeking our shores from 
the Old World yearly, w h eth er Codman wants 
them 
or 
not. 
they 
are 
not 
likely 
to 
run 
far 
behind 
them. 
If the railroads b id waited for "some devel­ 
opment to warrant such a prodigious railroad 
extension." as Codman seem s to want them 
to in Utah f particularly the. Bjo Grande peo­ 
ple), the. country w ouldn't have been what it. 
is in fifty years. 
Be assured, the Kio Grande 
made a grand m istake (let us hope it may 
not prove fatal) when they overlooked Cap­ 
tain Codmau. 
Had they allowed him to get 
hold of ten or twenty shares of that Mexican 
Credit Mobiiier stock at bed-rock, their paths 
would have, been pleasant, and all their ways 
peace, so far as ho was concerned. 
As it is. 
the Union Pacific has stolen a march on 
them. 
It is only fair that the public should 
know 
if, since it aeeom.ts for the different 
view the captain take-; of their respective en­ 
terprise«.

Gusxk¡ox City, October 29.—Tlie Italian 
Theophil, sometimes called Pete, who killed 
Mr. W. L. Hoblitzell in the Black canon on 
Thursday morning, was arrested and lodged 
in jail yesterday afternoon. 
About midnight 
a band of outlaws numbering about one hun­ 
dred went to tlie jail and forcibly took the 
prisoner,put a rope round his neck and dragged 
him for a quarter of a mile and then hung 
him to a livery stable sign. 


The story of the crime is as follows: 
The 
Italian, who demanded his pay, called at the 
tent of Mr. Hoblitzell and got into an alterca­ 
tion with him. 
The result was tlie Italian 
got severely pounded. 
He then left the tent 
and procured a pistol, returned and shot the 
contractor, inflicting a wound from which he 
died at nine o’clock Thursday night. 
The 
prisoner was taken to the court room above 
the jail for safety, being shackled at his 
ankles, and Sheriff Clark himself guarding 
him. 


At midnight Mr. Clark was sitting in the 
caurt room when he heard footsteps. 
T hink­ 
ing it was the extra he sent for, he opened the 
door. Iu an instant he was overpowered, his 
prisoner taken from him and dragged away, 
he being locked in the court room until releas­ 
ed by his wife. The path in the snow shows 
that the poor wretch was dragged by the neck 
from the court room to the livery stable. 
It 
is evident that he was dead before he reached 
the livery stable. 
The prisoner was fast 
asleep when they fastened the rope around 
his neck. As they were dragging him down 
the stairs the sheriff says hi.s body bumped 
upon the stairs and his cries were heard for a 


good distance.

(irxNisox, October 28.— Yesterday morn­ 
ing at the camp of Hoblitzell ¿c Co., contract­ 
ors for the 13. it R. (I. railway at the Black 
Canon, Colonel W. I>. Hoblitzell, in settling 
with one of his employes, an Italian, got into 
a dispute with tlie man. 
The Italian became 
so abusive that the colonel took him by the 
arm to peweably eject him and the Italian 
objected and struck Hoblitzell in the face. A 
light ensued, in which the Italian was soundly 
but not badly beaten. 
A fter promising to be­ 
have himself he was allowed to get up. 


lie left the office but returned in a few' mo­ 
ments with a pistol and attem pted to shoot 
Col. Hoblitzell. At this moment a negro who 
was passing by the office attem pted to pre­ 
vent the Italian from shooting. 
As he caught 
hold of the Italian’s right arm to drag away 
the weapon the pistol was changed to tlie left 
and the fatal shot fired. 
Hoblitzell lived un­ 
til early this morniug. 


A reward was offered by Hoblitzell <& Co. 
of one hundred dollars: DeRemer, chief en­ 
gineer of tlie Denver & Itio Grande, offered 
five hundred more and Carico and Fay five 
hundred making eleven hundred dollars in 
all. Several parties started in pursuit and 
one party headed by Sheriff Y ule overtook 
the Italian this morning early about forty 
miles from Gunnison and brought him to the 
county jail. Public feeling is very great 
against the murderer here and we think he is 
very liable to receive avisitfrom Judge Lynch 


before morning. 


Colonel Hoblitzell was a man respected and 
esteemed by all who knew him, and his un­ 
timely death cast a gloom over the whole 
community. 


Colonel \V. T. Hoblitzell, a cousin of Mr. 
W. L. Hoblitzell who was killed n ear’Gunni­ 
son City on Thursday, came up from tlie 
south with the remains on the early train yes­ 
terday morning. He was interviewed by a 


G a z e t t e reporter in reference to the shoot­ 
ing of his cousin, but as he was* not present 
at the time of the shooting he said he could 
not give a much fuller account than was. 
printed 
in 
the 
Gunnison 
News- 
Democrat, a copy of which lie had in his pos­ 
session and which account we print below. 
He stated that it had been his cousin’s earnest 
request shortly before his death that Ben., his 
murderer, be given a fair trial and he hoped 
that the people would not attem pt to lynch 
him. He died entertaining no ill feeling 
toward the man who had caused his death. 


In reference to the past life of his cousin, 
Mr. VV. L. Hoblitzell, the colonel said: 
He 
was born in Cumberland, M aryland, August 
‘¿8th, 1831. He was for several years asso­ 
ciated with an older brother iu railroad con­ 
tracts. He spent several yearsjabroad and, 
returning to the United States iu 1864, went 
into business on W all street, New York, 
where he remained until the panic of 1863, 
when lie went to Kentucky and resum ed con­ 
tracting. 


The funeral of Mr. Hoblitzell will take 
place from what is known as the Adee house 
on Weber street, this afternoon at two o’clock. 
„ 
From the Gunnison News of Friday we 
take the following detailed account of the 
killing of Mr. W. L. Hoblitzell', by the Italian 
Bin Peters, in Black Canon, on Thursday: 
About ten o’clock yesterday morning Mr, 


camp, came riding into town in great haste, 
and announced that Mr. W. L. Hoblitzell had 
been shot at that place two hour.1} before. 
The ride had been made in less than two 
hours, and Dr. Latham was found as Quickly 
as possible and started at once with Mr. Sam 
Tate for the scene of the tragedy. 


The particulars of the affair as learned 
from Mr. Coghill were as follows: 


About eight o'clock yesterday morning Mr. 
Hoblitzell was writing in his office in the 
company’s store at camp 5, when an Italian 
came in and began talking to him. 
Mr. Cog­ 
hill, who was in the rear part of the store at 
the time, could not hear what thf> man said, 
but supposed he had come to try to force Mr. 
Hoblitzell to settle with him without giving 
the customary ten days notice. 
The Italian 
continued talking, and Mr. Hoblitzell said to 
him, “go out, I ’m busy now.'' 


To this the man paid no attention, but con­ 
tinued talking. 
Mr. Hoblitzell finally got up, 
took the man by the arm, saying, “go out, go 
out,” and led him to the door, 
T he man 
went out but returned in a few moments and 
agaiu addressed Mr. Hoblitzell. - He was or­ 
dered out, and as he did not go, Mr. Hoblit­ 
zell started to put him out. A t this the Ital­ 
ian struck him, and a scuffle ensued in which 
the Italian got much the worst of it. 


After the man had received a severe drub­ 
bing Mr. Hoblitzell asked him if he would 
go out now and behave himself. 
To this he 
replied that he would and was released. 
He 
thfen went out muttering to himself in his 
own language, stepped a few feet from the 
door and pulling a as Colt’s or Smith & W es­ 
son’s revolver from his pocked, turned again 
to enter the store. 
Mr. Coghill was outside 
at this time and seeing the fellow draw his 
revolver, started forward to prevent him from 
using it, but before he could interfere the 
Italian had reached the door, and placing 
one foot inside, he fired at Mr. Hoblitzell, 
who stood a little to one side afftl not over 
two or three feet distant. 


He then turned and ran and Mr. Coghill 
started in pursuit, but failed to overtake him. 
Two other men, named M. Walker and F rank 
Deschamp, were standing near at the time 
and saw the shooting. 
As soon as the shot 
was fired Mr. Hoblitzell turned and walked 
into his office, and when Mr. Coghill came in 
he was taking off his coat. 
The alarm was 
given and l)r. Stroud, wiio happened to be in 
the vicinity, came iu. 
Mr. Hoblitzell’s horse 
was standing saddled at the door, a n d at tlie 
request of the wounded man, Mr. Coghill 
started at once for here to get Dr. Latham . 


Mr. W. N Hensley arrived about half-past 
eleven and reported that the wounded man 
was perfectly conscious, but was suffering 
terribly and the doctor was of the opinion th at 
he could not live. 


The ball entered the right side and ranged 
downward across the breast and abdomen. 


Mr. Iloblitzell's wife resides in Colorado 
Springs and was telegraphed to- come on at 
once. 
The messengers were not positive as 
to the identity of the man who did the shoot­ 
ing, but thought it was a nipper or tool car­ 
rier who gave his name as I)en Peters and 
was registered a.> No. 01. 


As soon as the affair became known there 
was much indignation expressed and the en­ 
tire force, consisting of over a hundred men, 
started in pursuit of the Italian. 
Mr. Hol>- 
litzell is very popular with the men, as he is 
generally considered one of the fairest and 
most honorable contractors on the road, and 
therefore his assailant stands a good show of 
being lynched as soon as found. 


lie had not been o su U kui when Mr. Hens­ 
ley left, but his escape is considered almost 
impossible. 
As soon as tlie first messenger 
arrived, Sheriff Yule was notified and started 
at once for the scene of action. 


At six o'clock last evening Messrs. J. 15. 
DeRemer and J. M. Carico arrived from camp 
at 5 o’clock and reported that Mr. Hoblitzell 
was sinking fast and that Dr. Latham said he 
could not live until midnight. 
Mr. DeRemer 
said that when he reached Mr. Iloblitzell's 
headquarters about half past nine the wound­ 
ed man seemed quite easy and spoke to him 
cheerfully, shaking hands and saying he 
would be ready to go over the line with him 
in a few days. 
Mr. Carico came in shortly 
after and Mr. Hoblitzell shook hands and 
seemed to make light of his injury, even 
going so far as to smoke a cigar with the 
gentlemen. 


Shortly after lie began to sink and his 
pulse rapidly went up from seventy to one 
hundred and twenty, and soon became so 
rapid that it could not be counted. 
A t the 
same time his respiration decreased to thirty- 
eight or forty, and when the gentlemen left 
there he was unable, to recognize anybody. 
It is therefore more than probable that before 
this sees the light he will have passed away. 


A COHUEC'T VERSION. 


Colonel W. T. Hoblitzell, a cousin of the 
deceased, who had cliargc of the men at 
work in the Canon, came up with the remains 
yesterday morning. 
He says that the follow­ 
ing letter written by Colonel T. F. McCardell, 
who was at the camp at the time the shooting 
occurred, is virtually correct: 
Cami* llom.iTZKi.r,, Col., October 27, 1S81. 


At or about the hour of 9 o'clock this m orn­ 
ing, while Mr. W. L. Hoblitzell was engaged 
in business at camp 5, one Ben, or as lie- was 
commonly called, Ben Peters, known on the 
rolls of this work as Italian No. 61, approached 
him and in an excited manner and in broken 
English 
demanded his jpay, as 
he 
in­ 
tended to leave. 
It being Mr. Iloblitzell’s 
rule to pay only after ten days notice, ex­ 
cepting, of course, the regular 
monthly 
pay days, 
he told Ben that he could not 
get his money until pay day, unless he had 
given the usual notice. 
This Ben. knew very 
well, as he had been employed there for sev­ 
eral months, but it did not satisfy him, and he 
repeated his demand in a m anner unusually 
violent. Mr. Hoblitzell did not understand 
all Ben. said, as most of it was spoken in Ital­ 
ian, but 1 never saw him more mild and gen­ 
tle in manner. 


After a few moments, and when he had 
finally told Ben. that the rule applied to all 
without exception, he came wito the office and 
was for some time engaged with myself in the 
examination of papers. The Italian continu­ 
ed to talk outside, and finally came into the 
store adjoining the office. 
Then Mr. Hoblit­ 
zell told him to leave or he would put him out. 
Ben. stubbornly refused to go, and in the ef­ 
fort to eject him a desperate struggle took 
place in which Ben. was getting decidedly the 
worst, when I summoned a colored man to 
lieli), and he separated them. Ben. agreeing 
to go, and passing out the door. In a moment, 
and before it can be described, he turned, 
stepped on the sill of the door and fired at 
Mr. Hoblitzell, who was only a few paces 
from him, and »vas apparently adjusting his 
clothing, which had become disarranged in 
tlie struggle. 
t After firing, the Italian ran, brandishing his 
revolver and threatening a man who attem pt­ 
ed to stop him. 
In the excitement incident to 
the shooting the would-be m urderer eseaped, 
aud up to the hour of writing, (2 p. in.,) lias 
eluded pursuit. 
Mr. Hoblitzell is of vigorous 
physique and possesses a strong constitution 
which may materially assist in his recovery, 
but the wound is a serious one, the ball enter­ 
ing the right Breast an inch below aud to the 
right of the nipple.

Some few days ago it will be remembered 
that our telegraphic coluians contained the 
account of a conflict between the Irish aud 
Italian-laborers at work in Black cailon. Dup­ 
ing tlie melee one of the employes in the Irish 
camp was stabbed by the foreman of the Ital- 
ii 


was captured by the Irish laborers who pro­ 
posed to turn him over to the proper authori­ 
ties for trial. But before doing so the Ital - 
ians compromised the m atter by paying the 
white man fully for damages sustained and 
for the time which he would lose from his 
work, owing to the wound received. 


The day following this settlement another 
outbreak occurred in the Italian camp anrl 
the Irishmen to the number of forty, fully 
armed, started for their camp. 
The Italians 
anticipating serious trouble left the camp, 
plunged into the river and swam, to the oppo­ 
site bank and disappeared. 


Col. Hoblitzell was at the time this occurred 
in this city and immediately upon his return 
he brought about a reconciliation and the 
Italians again resumed work although it is 
understood that they claimed pay for the 
time they lost. It is presumed th at the 
quarrel above related was an outgrowth of 
this claim although it is not known to a cer­ 
tainty. 


Colonel Hoblitzell was known to be a m an 
of considerable courage and could at the 
same time control 
his 
temper. 
H e re­ 
sided with his family in this city during the 
past four months, during which time by his 
affable manner and gentlemanly bearing he 
won the respect and esteem of our people. 
Before coming to Colorado he was exclu­ 
sively engaged in railroad contracting at 
the east. 
His remains, accompanied by tlie 
bereaved wife, reached this city on the early 
train this morning.

'[’hoy (the articles of capitulation) were 
fourteen in numlier. 
fin the morning of the 


loth Washington sent them to the earl, ac­ 
companied by a note in which lie requested 
that, they Ire signed by ll o’clock, and that the 
troops surrender their arms at I in the after­ 
noon. 
Cornwallis obeyed.

Washington, had designated to leceive the 
surrender.' The latter saluted him and placed 
himself on his left. General O'Hara asked: 


"Which Is General Koclmmbeau?"

and tendered him the humbled" sword. The 
Vrehch commander, however, simply designat- 
ed to him General Washington, who sat upon 
his white steed immediately opposite, telling 
him that as the French army was only auxili- 
ary to the American the formal honors of the 
" surrender belonged to the' latter. O'Hara ap- 
proached Washington and was about to. draw 
the sword from its scabbard to present to him. 
The latter made anegative sign and exclaimed: 
"Never from so brave a hand!" 
In giving the order to lay down arms some 


. of the British subaltern officers and many of 
the soldiers, in obeying it, betrayed their vex- 
ation'of spirit. A few even.shed tears, .and 
due bit his sword In silent rage. 


At Gloucester a similar ceremony of surren- 


der was repeated, the garrison de&ling before 
Generals De Cholsy anft Weedon. 


The prisoners were'7,193. One thousand 


of these, being sailors, were, together with the 
shipping In the harbor, surrendered to the 
French admiral. Two. hundred and seventy- 
four cannon, 7,320 muskets and 457 horses 
were taken. The colors of twenty-eight regi- 
ments were delivered. 
By death, wounds 


and desertion the enemy had lost .previous to 
the surrender 552 men; the French fifty kill- 
ed aud 125 wounded; the Americans twenty- 
seven killed and seventy-three wounded.

Iiumediatley after the surrender the aides- 


de-camp, in. the name'of Washington, of 
Koehambeau and of Lafayette, presented 
themselves at Cormvallis1 quarters to express 
a polite solicitude regarding his health. On 
the evening of the 22d he was Invited to dine 
with the" Comte de liochambeau, but all the 
delicate efforts of his hosts could -not dispel 
hjs melancholy. 
Similar attentions' were 


shown the Cither captive officers.,;The French 
particularly were untiring lu their courtesies, 
and won the- esteem and gratitude of those 
who but lately.had execrated them. 


Thatcher describes the appearance at York- 


town three days after the signing of the capit- 
ulation, "j. have this day," he says, "visited 
the town of York to witness the destructive 
effects of the siege. It contains .about sixty 
houses, some of which are elegant. Many of 
them are greatly damaged, and some totally 
ruined, being, shot through in a thousand 
places and honey-combed, ready to crumble 
to pieces. Itich furniture and books were 
scattered over the ground, and the carcasses 
of men and horses, half covered with earth, 
exhibited a scene of ruin and horror beyond 
description. The earth iu many .places Is 
thrown up in mounds 'by the force of our 
shells, and it is difficult; to point to a spot 
where a man could nave resorted for safety."

The Balooniat's Voyage. 


Mr. Hasshogen, of the signal service, who

noviug southwest. A few minutes later we 
reached an upper current, moving slowly 
westward, so slowly that we barely moved 
But -what a prospect beneath us.

As though dissatisfied with her 
Jatejietion jinrt -wishing to give us a heavenly 
view, our balloon took an upward turn, car- 
rying us four thousand feet above the strata 
of clouds and literally burying us in milk for 
an hour. In passing Little Falls, Moore 
county, Wis., we caino so near the ground 
that we came in contact with the trees : ami 
were compelled to take a large portion of one 
along as a souvenir. ' 
. 


"At 12.45 p. ui. the highest' known eleva- 


tion was reached, being 9,600 feet. From the 
last person spoken we found we were 40 miles 
from St. Paul, and when we descended at 2.3( 
p. ui. on the west bank of the river, one-half 
mile inland, we concluded that we were in 
the state of Minnesota, probably forty miles 
south of St. Pai\r on the Mississippi river.

One of the most .Interesting half-hours we 


ever spent was at the log-cabin'of ths Wyoin-, 
Ing County (N. 1.) Pioneer association during 
our visit to Silver Lake. It is wonderful to 
see what a collection of rare old relics they 
have got together. It is better thnu any mu- 
seum we ever attended. Every article bears 
the stamp of genuineness,' and you feel cer- 
tain that you are not being imposed upon by 
some humbug of a woolly horse or the .club 
that killed Captain Cook. Everything'is con- 
veniently arranged and plainly marked, and 
with every article is connected an Interesting 
chapter of pioneer history. They are mostly 
contributed by the descendants of the old 
pioneers of the county by whom they, had 
been treasured up as precious heirlooms, 
some of them for centuries. Many of tha 
young'people to-day would be at a loss to tell 
the uses to which many, of these old relics 
were put. Around the deep, wide fire-place 
ami hanging on ancient cranes were grouped 
all the antiquated utensils of cookery we 
ever read about and many -more . that 'we 
never saw or heard of before. One grid-iron, 
bearing date 1710, was a piece of malleable 
iron wrought out with a hammer. The collec- 
tion of old china and earthenware was 
very rare , and

and beautiful in design. 
One bedspread 


bore 
the 
date 1698. Think 
of 
the 


generations that have nestled beneath that 
ancient covering. Stays that were worn a 
century or more ago, and a very brief exami- 
nation-will convince you that they were made 
to stay. Bonnets that looked as if they had 
survived the flood, and one we judged must 
have been worn, by Eve on the occasion of her 
first picnic out of the garden of Eden. An 
article that everybody guesses to be a cheese- 
hoop is the body of a drum that was with 
(General- Wolfe at the battle of Quebec. A 
wooden coffee-mill tells how coffee was ground 
in 1780, and the manure-fork of about the 
same date is an exact pattern of the three- 
tined toaster that Satan is sometimes repre- 
sented as carrying. The greatest curiosity in 
the entire collection, is a headstall made in 
1755. There is'leather enough in it to make 
a plough harness; the blinders are nearly a 
foot square and the check-relu would answer 
for a tug, and yet is none too 'strong to hold 
up the'horse's head when weighted with Ills 
formidable'headgear. The entire collection 
of farming implements gives one a better 
idea of the improvements that have been 
made in agriculture during the last half cen- 
tury than can be gathered by a lifetime of 
reading.

lish and German Characteristics." Although, 
he says, England had the advantage of Ger- 
many as regards material prosperity, the Ger- 
mans are certainly richer than the English in 
those advantages which make life more valu- 
able. In Germany the -national schools edu- 
cate all classes of the people; In England they 
educate only , a 'Single class. The higher 
schools of Germany are more numerous and 
efficient than those, of England, and the Ger- 
man universities and scientific Institutions do 
much" more for .the intellectual life of the 
people than the English ones do. German art 
is far'superlor, Professor. Bluntsclili thinks, 
to English art; and German.science con show 
many .more important achievements than 
English science, thorough and profound as 
the latter Is. lu-literature Germany stands 
on an equal footing with England. As re- 
gards individual liberty, Professor Bluntsohll, 
while thankfully recognizing the services 
rendered by the English people to humanity

A Female Soldier of the Bevolntiou. 


Deborah Sampson was born in Plympton, in 


Plyinpton county, Mass., December 17,17(10, 
ami was a lineal descendant of the family of 
William Bradford, for many years governor 
of the celnny. At eight years of ngn, owing 
to the Indigent circumstances of her family, 
she was put into the family of a Mrs. Timeli- 
er, in Middleboro', where she remained about 
two years. In April, 1781, she resolved to cu- 
ter the Continental army. She put on a suit 
of men's clothes, which she had made with 
her own hands and walked by night to Taun- 
tou in the hopes o£ meeting some stranger 
who was gomjcdircct to the army headquar- 
ters. In a few days she reached Xew Bed- 
bord, • where she met an American com- 
mander of a cruiser, and offered hersp.lf for 
enlistment, but afterward abandoned the 
design on being informed of the captain's 
bad treatment of

Her stature was live feet seven inches. The 


features of her face- were regular, but not 
what might be called beautiful. Her eye 
was clear and penetrating, and ladles of taste 
considered her handsome when In tho mas- 
culine garb. Her movement was erect, quick 
and strong, gestures naturally mild and 
graceful, and speech deliberate, with firm ar- 
ticulation. On July 3d she had her first ex- 
perience of actual warfare. Captain Webb's 
company being on a scout in tho mornlnir, 
and headed by Ensign Town, came up with 
a party of Dutch cavalry from General Dola- 
ciu's corps.

After -a multiplicity of military ma- 
nuevers, Yorktown and Gloucester Point were 
selected as the most advantageous posts for 
operations. After eleven days of excessive 
travelling the forces under Washington and 
Bochambeau reached Williauisburg,Band it 
was decided to move on Yorktown. It is 
needless to mention the hardship that com- 
mon soldiers must have undergone on so long 
and rapid march. Our heroine bore up un- 
der the march with good heart until the day 
on which tho troops reached Wllliamsburg, 
She was then- much indisposed.

In view of sucli a character 
and career, devoted to'her country in the hour 
of peril, the state which sent her forth may 
well boast that the tombstone of Deborah 
Sampson in the quiet cemetery of Sharon cov- 
ers the remains of the bravest woman of the 
revolution..

India-Rubber Gathering in Columbia, 


JJondoii Times. 


When tho hunter has found a rubber tree 


he first clears away a space from • the roots, 
and then moves on in search of others, re- 
turning to commence operations as soon as lie 
has marked all the trees in the vicinity. 
He 


first of all digs a'holu in the ground hard by, 
ami then cuts in the tree a T-shaped incision 
with a machete, as high as he can reach. The- 
milk Is caught as it exudes and flows into the 
hole.. As soon as tho flow from the cuts cease 
the tree is chopped down, and the trunk 
raised from the ground .-by means of an im- 
provised trestle. After placing large leaves 
to cutch the sap, gashes are cut throughout 
the entire length, and .the milk carefully col- 
lected. When it first exudes the sap is of 
the whiteness and'consistence .of cream, but 
It turns black oil exposure to the air. When 
the hole is filled with rubber it is coagulated 
by adding hard soap or the root of the mech- 
vaoan, which have a most rapid action, and 
prevent the escape of the water that- is 
always present in the fresh sap. 
When 


coagulated sufficiently, the rubber is carried 
ou the backs of the hunters by bark, thouga 


to the banks of the river and floated down 
on 
rafts. • The 
'annual 
destruction 
of 


rubber trees in Cohimbia is very great, and 
tho industry must soon disappear alw- 
suther, unless the 
government puts In 


t'orcu 
a 
law 
that 
already 
exists, 


which compels the hunter to tap the trees 
without cutting them dowii. If this law 
were strictly carried out there would be a 
good opening for commercial enterprise, for 
rubber trees'will grow from eight to ten 
inches in diameter In three or four years from 
seed. The trees require but little attention, 
and begin to yield returns sooner than any 
other. Those that yield the greatest amount 
of rubber nourish on the banks of the Simu 
and. Aslato 'rivers. The value of the crude 
India-rubber imported into the states annu- 
ally is about 510,000,000.

It will con- 
tinue a liquid highway dividing the city in 
two, and though a soap factory on its banks 
would astonish no one, the Vti, with their 13 
score of bridges, must remain to afford solace 
to the few sad-eyed pilgrims who come to 
weep over the artistic paradise a utllltariorlan 
age has .lost. The gondola and the pictur- 
esquely-clad gondolier may for a few years 
longer maintain a languid existence, just as 
the Thames watermen scramble for » living 
against the competition of "Citizen A" ami 
liis grimy brethren. But their songs will 
cease when the struggle for balocchi becomes 
greater, and

deck of a shrieking tug level sarcasm at 
them. Even the feather and the ragged vel- 
veteens may disappear before the reality em- 
bodied in a sou'wester or a suit of moleskin.

prosecution had shown any offense which had 
been defined as such by the statute.

The crime he charged was 
infamous, and therefore could not be prose- 
cuted by information and called attention to 
the fact that section 1040 of the Revised 
Statutes gave the police court exclusive

meanor, thus implicitly defining all crimes 
punishable by imprisonment hi the peniten- 
tiary as infamous. In concluding the argu- 
ment Wilson said: I know your honor appre- 
ciates the importance of the question pre- 
sented by these proceedings. It is not the ac- 
cused alone who are interested, but the rights 
and interests of all the people of .this nation 
are Involved in this question. If you decide 
that the district attorney can without evi- 
dence present a citizen for a grave crime first, 
that is what yon must do if you stand this 
proceeding. If you decide that a party may 
be presented for an offense which has not 
been defined by any statute (as you must do 
if you sustain tills proceeding) you will have 
put the law of this nation back to where Eng- 
land was two hundred years ago.' 


Wilson spoke for over four hours, lie was 


fbllowcd by Bliss of the government counsel. 
He $aid if appeared from the argument just 
made that the defense had other "objections 
to the information and that there were other 
propositions to be made against it. He in- 
stanced with regard to Wilson's point on sec- 
tion 5440 which lias been repealed and that a 
point wouid be made upon thatUy one of the 
other counsel for the defense. He said he 
thought It fair before the prosecution should 
be called to answer that all propositions 
should be stated. Cook also contended that 
Ingersoll should present the case of Brown, 
his client, before he (prosecution) should be 
obliged to go on.

The Tribune on Tuesday published an ar- 


ticle on "The 'Luck' of Colorado Kailrbads," 
showing that their large-earnings are not due 
to "luck" but to the inevitable result ot care- 
ully calculated causes. These causes are 
not always appreciated by eastern1 capitalists, 
because the conditions are so different here 
roin what they are on most western roads. 
They know that a road in the east or west 
.hrougli as sparsely a settled country would 
not pay. While they also know the presence 
of a railroad makes business and develops a 
country, they find this progress is slow.

great 
roads 
across' 
the

have

he country along their line, yet with the pos- 
sible exception of the A. T. & S. F. none of 
hem have developed sufficient business on 
.he line of the road to make the roads pay 
veil, though they have been operated for 
nany years. It is the through business that 
s making these lines so profitable. But the 
rharaeler of the trade of the roads on the 
ilains is entirely ilifferent from that in Col- 
orado, which makes many ol! 'the. comparisons 
between the twd systems of roads faulty and 
naccurate. One cannot judge of what the 
roads iir Colorado will do by what they have 
lone in Nebraska and Iowa. 


The : roads iiv Colorado are in a mining 


country while the roads over the 
hrougli an agricultural country. The latter 
roads do not do »ear the amount of busin ess 
'or tiie same population as the. former be- 
cause'of the local interchange of products in 
Agricultural communities without the use of 
railroads. Nearly all the bulky articles of 
iood, 
such 
as 'wheat, corn, pork and

are produced where they are con- 


sumed.

different in a mining camp. 
Everything that

even though they do not do business for a 
large population, A mining camp of 1,000 
will probably give business equal to that of 
an agricultural community of 10,000. This 
is not the experience in Colorado alone. It is 
the experience the woiId over. All roads to 
mining sections pay well from the beginning 
and are the favorite means of investment. 


It .was because of this last fact that tiie nar- 


row gauge system was introduced into Col- 
orado.

1 do not suppose your cause will lie 


benefited by my Inlluence here, for our vote 
is small, owing to the lateness of elections. 
Our people are to a large extent disfranchised 
by this cause, but perhaps the actual vote is 
really more expressive and hnportant'for this, 
very reason, all who go out before election 
leaving, behind them strong injunctions to 
those who will he here to vote. I think 1 
may say that tlie prospect here has been that 
very few votes would be given except for 
Denver, but if I can succeed in the little time 
remaining, in bringing the subject clearly be- 
fore the people as I accept it, you may count 
upon a strong sentiment In favor of Colorado 
Springs. 


You ask for suggestions. It is rather late 


in tlie day for me to offer new arguments for 
your .committee, but I have used two induce- 
ments, which I have • not seen In print, but 
which I know to be weighty In tlie mining 
districts. They are as as follows: 


t. The state (tlie whole stale, as distinct 


from special centers-of trade) Is best made 
known to the visitors from without its bor-

business Hum for recreation aud for social 
purposes. Denver attracts the busy man;

distractions of a large city; here they arc 
brought prominently forward, and have many 
opportunities or interesting strangers in their 
home districts. 


Evory winter the mining districts are 


deserted by the greater portion of their in- 
habitants. All go east and a large, majority 
visit Denver on the way out. The capital 
should lie in the line of eastern travel, and 
preferably east and south of the centre of the 
state. 


Comparing the positions of the various 


competing towns, Denver is too far from the 
centre of the state, and for-ttyo San Juan re- 
gion too far north; Tueblo, with Denver's 
other disadvantages, is too far from the cen- 
tre and too far south for the northern section 
of the state; Saiida is awkwardly situated 
for the agricultural districts, and Us position 
west and south of the centre of the state is 
practically Increased by the difficulty of ac- 
cess from the north and northeast; Caiion 
City shares the advantages, but also the 
greater disadvantages of both Pueblo and 
Saiida; Colorado Springs, as nearly as 1 can 
estimate, is the point at which all our legisla- 
tors, starting at the same time from different 
counties of the state, would • be soonest 
brought together Into one place.

For these reasons, and others which your 


committee has very ably staled, my littiu in- 
fluence is being directed towards your beauti- 
ful city as the future, seat of government in 
'Colorado. I am confident that the popular 
estimate of Denver in this section, is based 
almost entirely upon.« spirit of indifference 
anddUUke of change.

XKW YOIIK. October ^0. — The name of 


r'red LKmirlass is one of the best known iu 
the country, and the fact that he, a colored 
man, escaped -from slavery at « time, when the 
Kndensround railway was running its peril- 
ous trips is also well known. The manner of 
his escape, however, has never until limy been 
tnlil. By the kind permission of the. editor of 
Urn Century Magazine (formerly Scribner's 
Monthly) I am permitted to give a few ex- 
tracts I'rnm Mr. Douglass" narrative of bis 
escape, printed in thnt magazine for the first 
time. To tell the whole story in this letter 
would not be fair to the magazine, so I shall 
only touch upon some few of the incident? of 
Hint tight fur freedom. Though often asked 
In write the story of his escape, Mr. Douglass 
h'.is refused on tiie gnuiud-i thilt while slavery 
existed there were :i irood miiiiy reasons fin- 
not telling the story, and sinee it had censed 
In exist, there \va« no reason for telling II. 
He has at last been prevailed upon to tell the 
.tale. Those persons who expect n sonsn- 
liomil story will be disappointed. 
There is. 


however, in the simple narration u putlni- 
that, nil who r«:id it must feel. 
It is n record 


of courage that could risk betrayal, and brm 
ery that wits ready to encounter death If neH 
be.

drawn upon. Address aud cunning were 'if 
more use and they won the day. 


Nearly half a century ngo. when Douglass 


made his escape from slavery, it was the cus- 
• 'iiii in the shite of Maryland to require all 
free colored people to be provided wilh "free 
papers," without which they were -not per- 
milled to travel. 
A description oC the 


person was 
given in these papers, ami 


tiie posse.HSDi- wns examined very rigidly to 
uiaku good the identity. A slave answering 
to the general description would sometimes 
borrow of hire his papers from a free .negro, 
but' this was a critical thing to do and often 
resulted disastrously to both the owner and 
the borrower. Douglass answered no descrl p- 
tiiin papers that he had seen, so that plan 
ciiuld not be adopted in his case. lie had a 
friend — a sailor — who was supplied with cer- 
taU government papers that-had at least an 
ollicial look. 
Baltimore was his starting 


point. 'He arranged with a friendly hackman 
to bring Ills luggaco to the. station and arrived 
there himself just in time to jump aboard the 
train, hoping in the confusion attending its 
departure to irvoid exciting .suspicion. The 
story is best told iu Douglass' own language: 


"In my clothing I was rigged out in sailor 


style. 1 had on a red shirt and a tarpaulin 
hat, and a black cravat tied In sailor fashion 
carelessly and loosely about my neck. My 
knowledge of ships and sailor's talk came 
much to my assistance, for I knew a ship 
from stem to stern and from keelson t« cross- 
trees, and could talk sailor like nil 'old .salt.' 
I wns we.ll ou the way to Havre cle Grace be- 
IVire tlie. conductor e:unu into the, negro car to 
collect tickets and examine the papers of his 
black passengers. This was a critical mo- 
ment in the drama. My whole future de- 
pended upon the decision of this conductor. 
Agitated though I was while the cereimmj- 
\v:is proceeding, still, externally at least, I 
was apparently calm and setf-possussed. He 
went on with his duty, examining several 
colored passe.ngers before reaching me: I It1 WHS

"I suppose you have your free papers'.'" 
To which I answered : 
"No, sir; I never carry my free piiper.-i In 


see wilh me." 


"But you have something to show that you 


arc a freeman, haven't you ?" 


"Yes, sir;''I answered; "I have a paper 


with the American eagle on it, anil that will 
curry me around the world." 


At Havre-de-Gracc he met a young colored 


man whom he knew and who seemed curious 
to find out Ills business so far from home. 
He got rid of this difficulty only to encounter 
another. At tlie window of a train, standing 
on a side track directly opposite the one he. 
was in, niit a man for whom he had just been 
working at Baltimore. By goad luck tlie man 
did not turn around, so lie, was undiscovered. 
On reaching Philadelphia he inquired his 
way to tlie New York trains and arrived in 
this city ou the 4th of September, 1838, a free 
man. 
But his troubles were not over. In 


Sew York ho found that it was hard to find 
a trustworthy man even of his own race. 
Large premiums were offered for thu return of 
runaway slaves, and few of the miserable 
darkeys iu the city could withstand the temp- 
attoii to betray a brother. For days Douglass 
wandered homeless and hungry through tlie, 
streets. Finally he found a good Samaritan 
who directed him to the house of Davit! IJug- 
ale.s. one ot the officers of the Underground 
Kallroad, who lived on the corner of Church 
and Lispenard streets.

Experience has demonstrated the 


vlsdom 
of 
this 
policy. 
It has kept 


he city free from the vices that are so preva- 
ent in, frontier towns and which are the. 
uvariable accompaniments of intemperance, 
/ice is not flaunted in the facts of the youth 
'f tills city on the streets or elsewhere. 
We 


iave no criminal class living on the earnings 
f honest men. Uecause of these things, the 
rolMbition policy in this city is as warmly 
upported by the people who are. not total 
bstainers, as those who are. All heads of 
unilies realize the beneficent influences of 
ncii a city on the morals of the young. 
Now if this policy is so beneficent in'its in- 
uence on the morals of the citizens* why 
iiay.it not be equally beneficent, in its iiimi- 
nces on legislators. AVe know just-here that 
ome people may turn up their noses and call 
its cant. But let them do so if they will, 
'ho matter is too serious to be turned aside 
v mere flippancy. In Washington the fast 
fe has seriously interfered with the useful- 
ess of congressmen and many high govern-' 
ent clerks. It has led many to live beyond 
ieir means and 
then to embezzlement 


r the taking of bribes. The temptations in 
ur national capital have been thrust before 
ur congressmen so as to appeal to everything 
ielous In their nature. The average con- 


gressmen on his election is ns good as the 
average mini, but hardly the same can be 
said after two years in Washington. There 
have been times when it was not an'uncom- 
mon-sight to see leaders In politics on the 
floor of either house under the Influence of 
liquor. 
AVe presume no one will claim 


that the legislation of the country was 
as just, careful, or wise, as It would have been 
without this. AVe suppose also that the peo- 
ple generally regardless of their own habits or 
personal opinions will think that the legisla- 
tion of the state will be better, if devised ami 
passed where the legislator has no tempta- 
tions for fast life. Of course we do not mean 
to intimate that our legislators are more sus- 
ceptible to temptation than others people. 
Nor should they be treated like schoolboys. 
Still, the farther removed our legislature is 
from vice and impurity, the more honest, con- 
scientious and accurate work we may expect. 


AVe know this will be exceedingly distaste- 


ful to many professional politicians who go 
to the capital to have a "good time." But 
this must receive some endorsement from all 
tlioughtful-men, who demand the .best work 
from the legislature. Besides it is human for 
us to be willing that our neighbors shall be 
good, even if we don't wish to be ourselves, | 
and the sober sense of the state .would favor j 
putting the capital in a city like this, where vice 
is almost wholly suppressed rather than in a 
city where It exists without restraint, if the 
matter were properly and forcibly presented 
to its thoughtful voters. The purer the sur- 
rounding influences, the purer will be the leg- 
islation. Discussing the location of the capi- 
tal on this ground, them are moral questions 
enterim; into it which should receive the at- 
tention of all lovers of good order, morality 
and pure government. 


I England. The old England sent forth her sons to 
colonize on the shores ot Britain, and they 
founded not old England, but middle' Enpfltmd. 
To Jlnd the old England, the ooetm must be 
crossed which separates the Teutonic Isle from 
the Teutonic mainland.. As you of Newjjlnglaml 
boast of tho miff ration of your ancestors from 
our Bnjflimd to these shores, so we chel-is?H the 
recollection of our ancestors and your still more 
remote ancestors, who eauio to UrltAIn'jj Shores 
and made England and New England possible. 
In a figure, they founded the United States of 
America and all that the name Implies. 


I may say some thinics which may invite argu- 


ment. The old arguments I think I eanhnswer; 
tho new ones I am willing to hear. But let us 
avoid argument on this, our flrst meeting. Let 
me work out my general sketch more In detail. 
Let tnc ufivance my own views, though they are 
open to difficulties Bnd objections. I have laid 
the objections aside to-night for a time. Before 
we go into any details, let ns take a wide nnd 
general view of the English folk. They are not 
a race, but part of n race. We arc a division of 
the great Teutonic race, or a division of a divis- 
ion. I cannot speak of the English as a nation, 
for the word has become localized and limited In 
significance. When we speak of one racp as a 
nation, we imply that it ought to be under one 
government. But no sane man would advocate 
putting all English people under one govern- 
ment. So I must speak of you as members of the 
English nation, while I utn n member of anoth- 
er. But whllowe do not belong to one nation, 
we are one folk in all things save that local and 
political separation which nature and events 
have wrought. Surely I um more to'you than a 
man of Mexico; surely you are more to me than 
a man of France or Spain. The words foreign and 
foreigner should not be used between our coun- 
tries. [Applause.] I am not a foreiffuer.and will 
not bear to be a foreigner when r come to this 
country.' [Applause.] Vou lire not foretellers 
and strangers when you eomo to my'country. 
[Applause.] Our ancestors may have eomo to- 
gether from under the old Teutonic mainland, 
htivr fought together under tho same banner, 
suffered defeat or gained the victory •together.' 
[Applausi.-.] The great difference between us is 
that you huvu taken two grreat voyages and wo 
have token only one, but we took that first voy- 
ag-o together. Eiieh of tlu-so grcaf; voyage*, 
however w»s made up of a great niany small 
vpyaffi'S,.Aeoinpnratively short ttaahas p«gaoa 
sUiec the second of these groat voyilgos, nnd 
many u man hero can tnll from what part of Eng- 
land his forefathers eame. But so reteota is the 
first great voyage that none um tuli Where is his 
ancestral home on tie Teutonic mainland. The 
forefathers of those who abode In the second 
England and of those who caino on to| tho third 
England all camu together from the oldest Eng- 
land. We came from our old home oii the conti- 
nent, leaving many kinsfolks behind us, aiid 
some of us cumo turther to this new country, 
also leaving many friends behind. It wo are 
clear about the second voyage, wo are not gen- 
erally go clear upon the flrst voyage. My studies 
have niude the curlier fact as clear and fnmUler 
as the second fact, and though I cannot expect 
to make all see as I do, yet the fact nevertheless 
remains. There Is a land which ouee stood in 
tho same relation to England as that .in which 
she now stands to America. Of course there are 
many points of difference, but I am concerned 
to-night with the resemblances. Jly position is 
that as American history does not begin on 
American soil, so our common history does not 
begin on British soli. The tongue, laws and 
national bt-lng were brought from another land. 
If you were n colony, wo were a colony also o£ 
the still older England on tho continent of 
Europe. I use tho word colony because there Is 
no better word to use, and, if properly under- 
stood, there Is no objectionable souse. It is 
often used in the senso of iv word to imply de- 
pendence and lack of self-government. But 
though that sense might answer for a 'govern- 
ment olilce, It will never be sufficient form histo- 
rian. In ancient times tho colonies wore inde- 
pendent of tho mother country. A Hainan colo- 
ny was usually an armed garrison sent to-Uold a 
province in subjection. Colony is used in a 
different sense from what it was iu oldcu times. 
Its Greek sense is the best,-that of men who go 
f rom one hornet o another. After tho Declara- 
tion of Independence, the Americans became 
more truly colonists than ever before,—mon who 
had come to another homo. When they were 
Independent, they were- more truly lira ncVv 
homo than when .they were dependent. So the' 


•j sottk-rsofold England were eolonlsls ofaii older 


England still. Aslhe settlers or Massachusetts 
and Virginia were colonists, so also were the set- 
tlors oMVosse.v and Northumberland.

It will be seen that we lost four states in 


that time, and also decreased our net popular 
majority from over 700,000 in 1873 to 250,000 
iu 1876. This looks as though the Republicans 
lost heavily iu the north, especially as the 
states we lost cost 03 votes in the electoral 
college, thus making 130 votes difference In 
our majority. 
Hayes was^Iected by a vote of 


185 to 184. If he had, carried these four 
states the vote would have stood 250 to 119. 
But the Chronicle will say the four states 
Grant lost were doubtful states. It is true 
they were doubtful in 1870, but had not 
been until long after the beginning of Grant's 
administration. 
Let us look at their' record 


before 1870. Connecticut had been republi- 
can in every presidential contest since the 
formation of the republican party. 
Slip cast 


her electoral vote for. Fremont in 1856, for 
Lincoln in 1800 and 1804, and for Grant In 
1868 and 1873. Connecticut'never went demo- 
cratic on national issues until 1874. 
Indiana 


was republican in tho presidential elections 
of 1860, '64, '08, '73 or for sixteen years/She Sid 
not become doubtful until during Grant's 
administration, when Hendrick's was elected 
governor. New York had been republican 
from 1856 to 1873 in every presidential elec- 
tion except in 1808. But this year the republi- 
cans were cheated out of the election as Is well 
known through fraudulent naturalization. It 
is therefore safe to say the state has been re- 
publican from 1856 to 1874, when Tilden was 
elected governor. New Jersey is doubtful. 
In 1800 she divided her vote between Lincoln 
and Douglas, and in 1872 gave it to .Grant. 
In the other presidential years she'.went dem- 
ocratic, though by slight majorities. 
It will 


thus be seen that only one of these states 
could properly be considered doubtful before 
Grant's administration, and we may properly 
count the states of New York, Connecticut 
and Indiana a republican loss during Grant's 
administration. 


But the Chronicle will say tho comparison 


is not fair-because the comparison•irnutderbe:- 
tween 1873 and 1870, In 1873 it says Greeley 
did not poll the strength of the democratic 
party.' AVe cannot make comparisons between 
1808 and 1870, because it says Grant polled 
more than the party vote In 1808. But if we 
make comparisons between 1856, '00 and'64 
and 1876, the result is- the same, as New 
York, Connecticut and Indiana went republi- 
can in all those years, except Indiana In 
1856. 
We think that the comparison be- 


tween 1873 and 1870 is unfair, because the 
republican party made its gains, flu 1876 by 
distinct disavowal of many of the objection- 
able features'of. Grant's 
administration. 


Planks on civil service reform, southern poli- 
cy, and re-election of presidents were adopted' 
which were in -direct issue with Grant's 
policy. If tho campaign of 1870 had been 
can-led on as an endorsement ,o'£ Grant's 
policy-with a Grant man at the head of .the 
ticket our defeat would have been as signal 
In 1874. vln 1870 the party cut loose from 
Grautlsm in its platform and candidates, and 
this explains the gains over 1874.. 


For this, reason a comparison of tiie cam; 


paign of 1874 and that of 1873 or 1803 would 
be a juster estimate of the effect of Grant's 


the losses in the south since then. Besides 
bringing back New York, Connecticut and 
Indiana into the republican fold. In view 
of these facts,it.

They were provided with lunches, 
and the Barnes boys especially were cau- 
tioned by their mother against having any- 
thing to do with boys using firearms. 


It appears that these boys, with several 


others had been accustomed to spend some of 
their tiniff at H place on-the creek where they 
had been engaged in digging a cave. At this 
point they were joined during the afternoon 
by Harry Thomas. 
Everything passed along 


smoothly and the boys were all enjoying 
themselves until they were joined by three 
other boys named Edwin Howard and-Town- 
send and Ira Munnell. These, boys had guns 
with them and were on their way to hunt 
rabbits and ducks. After some conversation 
they, prevailed upon Gerrie Barnes to accom- 
pany them although his associates tried to 
.persuade him to remain where he was. JJoth- 
ing would stop him and he started off with 
the boy hunters. Shortly afterward Harry 
Thomas and Bob Barnes followed in the 
direction taken by the other boys, but having 
taken a more circuitous route, they did not 
run across them until the reservoir was 
reached,

At the reservoir soiue time was spent in 


shooting at a mark and|at each other's hats. 
Tiring of this all started. home, chatting as 
they passed down the path leading through 
the. gulch. According to the story told by 
Harry Thomas, Eddie Howard was walking 
down the path with 
his • gun cocked and 


pointed in front of him, while Gerrie Barnes 
was walking in front of him. Howard 
stumbled and the gun was discharged. Gerrie 
Barnes at the same time, fell to the ground 
upon his face, with a groan. All of the boys 
at once realized tho horror of the affair, and 
they did not even stop to''see whether the 
boy was dead or not, but scattered in all direc- 
tions: . The Howard boy was frantic with 
grief, and, kneeling upon an adjoining knoll, 
he plead and besought the boys:to shoot him.. 
One of the boys says that lie also -threatened 
to shoot himself with a pistol which he had, 
,but it was..taken ^i'oni. bis.^possesslon before 
he could commit the rash act.

He immediately afterwards ran to town 


and gave himself up as above described. 


The shock to Mr. and Mrs. Barnes was in- 


deed terrible, for by his death they had lost 
the child most beloved.

him, the slightest injustice. 
He travels out 


here every summer, and has for several years, 
getting into hew things often on the strength; 
in part, of his power to benefit or damage 
them through his connection with the press;

from his letters right along what operators or^ 
manipulators have favored him, or vice versa:' 
It is ail well enough; 1 don't condemn him;

No, he attacks the Denver & Kio 
Grande people in Mexico, anil expatiates on 
the enormity and effrontery of their loading

"Coming nearer home, we find the ituntle- 


nieii who are engaged In this enterprise build- 
ing roads all over Colorado and Utah, with- 
out the slightest regard to prospective busin- 
ess.

they are paralleling the brandies of tho Un- 
ion Pacific, that liuvenn assured trade through 
their connections with the main line, when 
there is an absolute certainty of ultimate 
failure;"

That is the point Coi> which the whole' let- 


ter was'written. Tlio Denver & 1 Mo Grande 
Western 
(Utah Division), running to Salt 


Lake City from Denver via Leadville and the 
Gunnlson, strikes the line of the Utah Cen- 
tral (a branch of the Union 1'acific) at I'rimv 
fifty' miles south' 'from here, and for that dis- 
tance it will of course parallel the Utah Cen- 
tral. Now, Capt. Codman owns a few shares 
in the Utah Central (unless he has sold them.) 
They have been, held very closely 'by ll^e 
railroad Mormons, whom the Union Pacific 
acts with and through in Utah; and probably 
as a favor Codihan was allowed to pick up 
two or three years ago a little of this stock. 
If ho holds it yet, it explains his trepidation 
in view.of the extension of the Rio Grande 
in Utah.

The third great source of revenue, stock 
raising, was .not represented at all—a capital 
omission. Manufactured goods, of course, 
were in a minority; the time for manufac- 
tures has only just now come. Even by next 
year, though, this department of the annual 
fall-will be well tilled. And alt this in a 
state that SO years aao was a veritable wilder- 
ness, of value only to the Indians and the 
lew trappers who lived upon i'.s product1 of 
Wild beasts! Such great results in so short a 
time seem .miraculous, but, there is no miracle 
In.what has been acconjplished here. 


The taming and utilizing of Colorado has 


been the result of a grand idea resolutely real- 
i/,ed; ami tlmt idea is a railroad. When the 
Kansas Pacilic reached Denver in 1870 it was 
a linger pointing out into nothingness; at 
least., unless the mining region tiieii tribu- 
tary to Denver could be made easily accessi- 
ble to the railroad terminus no great amount 
of develbpinent could pe hoped for.

NATIVE SILVER. 


A Strange Story Prom the Indian Kesem- 


tion.

The last issue of the Uob'msoh Tribune cou- ! 


tains the following interesting story:

Waite, came in from a long trip into tho 'Lite |

Below the White river agency, on one of 


the diverging tributaries of the Grand, 'they i 
encountered a party of Uto Indians, seven- 
teen in number, who claimed to have just re- • 
turned from the new Utah reservation. They 
were all save two or three unarmed, and>ery , 
anxious to obtain some guns, ammunition, j 
provisions 
and 
blankets.

untied • a 


greasy piece of leather that he carried 
in front of him on ills pony. What was the 
prospector's surprise to find it full of native 
silver, probably weighing seventy pounds and 
worth over §500. The metal was in rough 
lumps somewhat larger than a child's hand, 
and appeared to have been subjected to the 
action of some intense heat. It was mixed to 
some extent with impurities and of a dirty 
gray color. 
Amazed, the prospectors eagorly 


questioned the savages as to where they had 
obtained the precious metal, but the only 
answer they could obtain was an obstinate 
shake of the head and a firm refusal to give 
any particulars. 
One of them finally imi- 


tated with his hands the operation of digging 
in the ground, signifying that they had mined 
the ore. Despairing of obtaining the locality 
o£ their treasiire-trove front, the Indians, 
the 
prospectors 
endeavored to buy the 


metal from them. They were willing f o trade, 
but seemed to 
have a pretty accurate 


knowledge of just how muck tho silver is 
worth, and refused to part with it for any- 
thing but a reasonable consideration. Finally, 
after a good deal of dickering, one of the 
miners sucseeded in obtaining a fragment of 
the ore in exchange for a revolver. This speci- 
men lie exhibited to a Chronicle reporter as he 
narrated the story. The fragment is about 
the size of a lien's egg, but rough and irreg- 
ular in form closely resembling lead that has 
been dropped when in a molten state into 
the water, assunilni; fantastic and seml- 
globular 
proportions. 
In 
color it was 


dingy, 
but extremely 
heavy. Evidences 


of heat were visible in 
the 
fact 
that 


there were no rough or sharp corners, but 
that everything was smoothed and rounded, 
the whole looking very much as if it had 
been milled and-run into some crevice of 
rock, from which it had been scooped. 


After effecting the trade for the specimen 


the Indians moved np the creek -toward the 
White river agency, and were SODII but of 
sight. One thing is absolutely positive—the 
Indians, with their ignorance of methods-of 
smelting must have found the metal in exact- 
ly the state in which they bartered it, and 
the discovery opens up a field 
for 
in- 


definite speculation as to the mineral depos- 
its of tne hitherto unknown country. The 
Indians, it 
will be remembered, stated 


that they had come from the Utah reserva- 
tion, and 
were thus obliged to traverse, 


ilmost the entire western portion of Colorado 
before they reached the spot at which they 
were encountered. They could, have thus 
fMMid the mineral anywhere within a radius 
»fTi couple of hundred miles. The discovery 
lias induced the men above mentioned to 
make immediate preparations to return to 
the reservation and seanh f«>r the hidden 
mine.

rtatc of Colorado, the legal voters of the com- 
monwealth will be colled npou to select a Bite for 
the permanent location of the atnte capital at 
the general election In Npvembernext. It IB also 
provided that shoiild^tio place receive a majori- 
ty of all the votes east at said election, then the 
people shall at the next general election, u year 
later, decide between the two places receiving 
the highest number of votes at the first election. 


The subject Is one that clearly challenges the 


thoughtful consideration of every voter In Col- 
orado. The convenience mid safety of our peo- 
plpior all future tliiio depends, perhaps, very 
much more upon the exercise of a wise" jmUr- 
inent In the settlement of the question uuder 
consideration thnn most voters may upon first 
tbougbt conceive. 


AVhat requisites or qunllfluntlons should a 


town possess to justify its selection I»B a site for 
the state capital? It should lie located' as near 
HS possible ii\ the center oC the sttite; it should 
bo accessible to the people of all sections of the 
state; It should bo removed from the corrupting- 
und distracting influences of largo cities; it 
should be healthful, well-located and attractive, 
a lit representative of our beniftlf ul state, and it 
should be able to furnish accommodations for 
not only such public officials as are necessarily 
compelled to live at the state capital, but for the 
members of the legislature, and all who are oc- 
casionally culled to visit the capital on business. 


Colorado Springs possesses these requisites in 


ati. cminent.dejrrec. Located close to. Uio base 
of the mountains, at the foot'.ot Pike's. Peak, 
'only ten miles south of the center of the state 
from north to south, and thirty miles from Its 
geoKraphlcal center, it certainly satisfies the al- 
most universal demand that the capital of the 
state should be near Itscenter. 


No town In the state is so accessible to the 


people of all sections. Its situation on the main 
Hue of the great connecting link that unites the 
railroad system of the north to that of the south, 
and on projected lines of railroad, In process of 
construction, fast approaching the city on the 
east and west, enables It to fully comply with 
this Important condition.

^ Mr. W. L. HobHtzell. in the Blaclc caiion on 


Thursday morning, was arrested and lodged 
in jail yesterday afternoon. About midnight 
a band of outlaws numbering about one hun- 
dred went to ttie jail and forcibly took the 
pridbner,put a rope round his neck and dragged 
him for a quarter of a mile and then hung 
him to a livery stable sign. 


The story of the crime is as-follows: The 


Italian,'who demanded his paj', called at the 
telit of Mr. Hoblitzell and got into an alterca- 
tion with liim. The result was the Italian 
got severely pounded. He then left the tent 
and procured a pistol, returned and shot the 
contractor, inflicting a wound from which he 
died at nine o'clock Thursday night. The 
prisoner was taken to the court room above 
the jail -for 'safety, being shackled at his 
ankles, and Sheriff Clark himself guarding 
'him. 


At midnight Mr. Clark was sitting in the 


wurt room when he heard fqotsteps. Think- 
ing it was the extra he sent for, he opened the 
door. In an instant he was overpowered, his 
. prisoner taken from him and dragged away, 
he being locked in the court room until releas- 
ed by his wife. The path in the snow shows 
that the poor wretch was dragged by the neck 


: from the court room to .the livery stable, it 
Is evident that he was dead before he readied 
-the livery stable. The prisoner was fast 
asleep when they fastened the rope around 
his neck. As they were dragging him down 
the stairs the sheriff says his body bumped 
upon the stairs and his cries were heard for a 
good distance.

GrxNisox, October 28.—-Yesterday morn- 


ing at the camp of Uoblitzell & Co., contract- 
era for the D. & R. G. railway at the Black 
Caftan, Colonel W. L. Hoblitzell, in settling 
with one of his employes, an Italian, got into 
a dispute with the man. The Italian "Became 
so abusive that the colonel took him by the 
arm to peoseably eject him and tho Italian 
objected'aiid struck HobHtzell in thetface. A 
fight ensued, in which the Italian was soundly 
but not badly beaten. After promising to be- 
have himself he was allowed to get up. 


He left the offlce but returned in a few- mo- 


ments with a pistol and attempted to shoot 


Col. Uoblitzell. At this moment a negro who 
was passing by the offlce attempted to pre- 
vent the Italian-from shooting. As he caught 


camp, came riding into town in great haste, 
and anriounoed that Mr. W. L. Hoblitzell had 
been shot at that place two hours before. 
The ride had been made in less than two 
hours, and Dr. Latham was found as Quickly 
as possible and started at once with Mr. Sam 
Tate for the scene of the tragedy. 


The particulars of the" affair as learned 


from Mr. Coghill were as follows: 


About eight o'clock yesterday morning Mr. - 


Uoblitzell was Writing in his offlce in the 
company's store at camp 5, when an Italian 
came in and began talking to him. Mr. Cog- 
hill, who was in the rear part of the store at 
the time, could not hear what the man said, 
but supposed he had come to try to force Mr. 
Hoblitzell to settle with him without giving 
the customary ten days notice. The Italian 
continued talking, and Mr., Hoblitzell said to 
him, "go out, I'm busy now." 
• 


To this the man paid no ^attention, but con- 


tinued talking. Mr. Hoblitzell finally got up, 
took the man by the arm, saying, "go out, go 
out," and led him to the door, The man 
went out but returned in a few moments and 
again addressed Mr. Hoblitzell.. He was or- 
dered out, and as he did not go, Mr. Hoblltr 
zell started to put him out. At this the Ital- 
ian struck liim, and a scuffle ensued in which 
the Italian got much the worst of it. 


After the man had received a severe drub- 


bing Mr. Hoblitzell asked him if he would 
go out how and behave himself. To this he 
replied that'he would and was released. He 
thin went out muttering to himself in his 
own language, stepped a few feet from the 
door and pulling a 38 Colt's or Smith & Wes- 
son's revolver from his pocked, turned again 
to eriter the store. Mr. Coghill was outside 
at this time and seeing the fellow draw his 
revolver, started forward to prevent him from 
using it, but before he could interfere the 
Italian had reached the door, and placing 
one foot inside, he fired at Mr. "Hoblitzell, 
who stood a little to one side aftVl not over 
two or three feet distant. 
• . 


He then turned and ran and Mr. Coghill 


started in pursuit, but failed to overtake hinii 
Two other men, named M. Walker and Frank1 
Deschamp, were standing near at the time 
and saw the shooting. As soon as the shot 
was fired Mr. Hoblitzell turned and walked 
into his offlce, and when Mr. Coghill came in 
he was taking off his coat. The alarm was' 
given and, Dr. Stroud, who happened to be in 
the vicinity, came in. Mr. Hoblitzell's horse 
was standing saddled at the door, and at the 
request of the wounded man, Mr. Coghill 
started at once for here to get Dr. Latham. 
: 


Mr. W. N, Hensley arrived about half-past' 


eleven and reported that the wounded man' 
was perfectly conscibus, but was' suffering 
terribly and the doctor was of the opinion that' 
he could not live,, 
' The ball entered the right side and ranged 
downward across the breast and abdomen. 
' 


Mr. Hoblitzell's wife resides in Colorado. 


Springs and was telegraphed tot come on at 
once. The messengers were not positive as 
to the identity of the man who did the shoot- 
ing, but thought It was a nipper or tool car- 
rier who gave his name as Ben Peters and 
was registered as No. 01. 


As soon as the affair became known there 


was much indignation expressed and tho en- 
tire force, consisting of over a hundred men, 
started in pursuit of the Italian. Mr. Hob- 
litzellls very popular with the men, as he is 
generally considered one of the fairest and 
most honorable contractors on the road, and 
therefore his assailant stands a good show of 
being lynched as soon as found.. 


He had not been overtaken when Mr. Uens- 


ley left, but his escape is considered almost 
impossible. As soon as the first messenger 
arrived, Sheriff Yule was notified and started 
at once lot the scene of action. 


At six o'clock last evening Messrs. J. B. 


Delleuier and J. M. Carlco arrived from camp 
at 5 o'clock and reported that Mr. HobHtzell 
was sinking fast and that Dr. Latham said he 
could not live until midnight. Mr. DeRemer 
said that when lie reached Mr. Hoblitzell's 
headquarters about half past nine the wound- 
ed man seemed quite easy and spoke to him 
cheerfully, shaking hands and saying he 
would be ready to go oxer the line with him 
In a few days. Mr. Carico came in shortly 
after and Mr.. Hoblltzell shook hands and 
seemed to make light of his injury, even 
going so far as to smoke a cigar .with the 
gentlemen. 


was captured by the Irish laborers who pro>

ans compromised the matter by paying the 
vhite man fully for damages sustained and 
or the time which he would lose from, his 
vork, owing to the wound received. 


The day following tills settlement another 
utbreak occurred in the Italian camp and 
lie Irishmen to the number of forty, fully, 
.rmed, started for their camp. The Italians 
nticipating serious trouble left the camp, 
ilunged into the river and swam, to the oppo- 
ite bank and disappeared. 


Col. Hoblitzellwas at the time this occurred 


in tins city and immediately upon his return 
he brought about a reconciliation, and the 
.taliaus again resumed work although it is 
mderstood that they claimed pay for the- 
ime they lost. It is presumed that the 
quarrel above related was an outgrowth of 
his claim although it is not known to a cer- 
alnty. 


Colonel Hoblitzell was known to be a> man 


of considerable courage and could at the 
same time control his temper. 
He re- 


sided with his family in this city during the 
past four months, during which time by his 
affable manner and gentlemanly bearing he 
won the respect and esteem 'of our people. 
Before coming to Colorado he,was, exclu- 
sively engaged hi railroad contracting at 
he east. His remains, accompanied by the 
>ereaved wife, reached this city on the early 
train this, morning.

well, as he had been .employed there for sev 
eral months, but it did not satisfy him, and he 
repeated his demand in a manner unusual] 
violent. Mr. HobHtzell did not understand 
all Ben. said, as most of it was spoken iu Ital 
ian, but I never saw him more mild and gen 
tie in manner. 


After a few moments, and when he hac 


finally told Ben. that the rule applied to al 
without exception, he came into the office and 
was for some time engaged with myself in th 
examination of papers. -The Italian continu 
ed to talk outside, and finally came into tli 
store adjoining the office. Then Mr. Hoblifr 
zell told him to leave or he would put him out 
Ben. stubbornly refused to go, and in the ef 
fort to eject him a'desperate struggle too: 
place in which Ben. was getting decidedly th 
worst, when I summoned a colored man tc 
help, and he separated them, Ben. agreein 
to go, and passing out the door. In a moment 
and before it can be described, he tumec 
stepped on the sill of the door and fired a 
Mr. Hoblitzeii, who was only a few pace 
from him, and »vas apparently adjusting hi 
clothing, which had become disarranged in 
the struggle. 
,. After firing, the Italian ran, brandishing hi 
revolver and-threatening a man who attempt 
ed to stop him, In the excitement incident t 
the shooting the would-be murderer cseapec 
and up to the hour of writing,, (3 p. in.,) ha 
eluded pursuit. Mr. Hoblitzell is of vigorou 
physique and possesses a strong constitutio 
which may materially assist in his recovery 
but the w.ounj} is a serious one, the ball eutei
